A fleet of 200helicopters land- 
ed more than 3,000 soldiers of 
the U.S. lOlstAir Cavalry Divi- 
sion and the Vietnamese 1st In- 
fantry Division In the valley in 
the northern part of South Viet- 
nam Sunday and Monday, but 
announcement of the operation 
was withheld until today for se- 
curity reasons. 


The U.S. Command in Saigon 
said the allied force has met 
•with "minimal resistance" so 
far. 
Probably warned by the 


heavy air activity that preceded 
the invasion, the North Viet- 
namese presumably pulled back 
across the nearby Laotian bor- 
der. 


U.S. headquarters reported 
that 15 North Vietnamese troops 
had been killed in the first four 
days of the operation.

Volcano Headlines Raise 
Question About Lassen

The many recent 
headlines 


concerning volcanic eruptions 
around the world may cause 
some of us to wonder about our 
own volcano right here in Te- 
hama County. 


Mt. Lassen remains the only 
active 
volcano in the United 


States outside of Alaska and Ha- 
waii. Although it last erupted 
in 1914, recent events indicate 
that its performance need not 
be limited to fascinating visit- 
ors with small fumerols. 
Costa Rica's Mt. Arenal had 


been dormant for 500 years be- 
fore erupting last month . That 
gives Lassen quite a head start. 
As recently as 1950 Lassen 
spewed forth some mud and ash 
and is capable of far more. 


One of the most spectacular 
eruptions in recent memory is 
Pericutin in the State of Mich- 
oacan, Mexico. In 1943 a farm- 
er noticed a small fissure in his 
corn field and within a week 
Pericutin had developed a 140 
foot cone. Before the year was 
out the volcano had grown to 
over 1,500 feet. Much damage 
was done and lives lost. 


Although Pericutin continued 


to boil and bubble, the popu- 
lace soon grew used to its 
presence and it became a tour- 
ist attraction much like Mt. 
Lassen. In 1952 Pericutin eru- 
pted again and even today the 
area for many miles around the 
crater is covered with a layer 
of soft volcanic ash. 


The Sierra Nevada Mountains 


to the south of Tehama County 
were formed by a gigantic gran- 
itic basolith, but the Cascades, 
running through the eastern 
portion of the county, were 
formed by volcanic action and 
may not be through forming 
yet. 
There are several mountains 
in the Cascade chain, aside 
from Lassen, which could con- 
ceivably harbor latent volcanic 
ambitions. 
According to the U. S. Geolo- 
gical Survey, Washington's Mt. 
Rainier may not be dead, just 
quiet. Oregon's Mt. St. Helens 
might also hold surprises for 
us. Mt. Shasta, looming beau- 
tifully over our shoulders, need 
only to be seen for one to guess 
its origin, the resemblance to 
Japan's volcano, Fujiyama, be- 
ing striking. 
All of these "suspect" mount- 
ains lie m the Cascade Range 
and 
bear 
watching, said a 


spokesman for the Geological 
Survey. A network similar to 
Hawaii's volcano watch has been 
proposed so that any conditions 
foreboding imminent eruption 
could be noted. 
As of now, Mt. Lassen merely 
continues its placid pastime of 
entertaining visitors and pro- 
viding beautiful scenery.

The many recent headlines 
concerning volcanic erupt lexis 
around the world may cause 
some of us to wonder about our 
own volcano right here in Te­ 
hama County. 
Mt. Lassen remains the only 
active 
volcano in the United 
States outside of Alaska and Ha­ 
waii. Although it last erupted 
in 1914, recent events indicate 
that its performance need not 
be limited to fascinating visit­ 
ors with small fumerols. 
Costa Rica’s Mt. Arenal had 
been dormant for 500 years be­ 
fore erupting last month . That 
gives Lassen quite a head start. 
As recently as 1950 Lassen 
spewed forth some mud and ash 
and is capable of far more. 


One of the most spectacular 
eruptions in recent memory is 
Pericutin in the State of Mich- 
oacan, Mexico. In 1943 a farm­ 
er noticed a small fissure in his 
corn field and within a week 
Pericutin had developed a 140 
foot cone. Before the year was 
out the volcano had grown to 
over 1,500 feet. Much damage 
was done and lives lost. 


Although Pericutin continued 
to boil and bubble, the popu­ 
lace soon grew used to its 
presence and it became a tour­ 
ist attraction much like Mt. 
Lassen. In 1952 Pericutin eru­ 
pted again and even today the 
area for many miles around the 
crater is covered with a layer 
of soft volcanic ash. 


The Sierra Nevada Mountains 
to the south of Tehama County 
were formed by a gigantic gran­ 
itic basolith, but the Cascades, 
running through the eastern 
portion of the county, were 
formed by volcanic action and 
may not be through forming 
yet. 
There are several mountains 
in the Cascade chain, aside 
from Lassen, which could con­ 
ceivably harbor latent volcanic 
ambitions. 
According to the U. S. Geolo­ 
gical Survey, Washington’s Mt. 
Rainier may not be dead, just 
quiet. Oregon’s Mt. St. Helens 
might also hold surprises for 
us. Mt. Shasta, looming beau­ 
tifully over our shoulders, need 
only to be seen for one to guess 
its origin, the resemblance to 
Japan's volcano, Fujiyama, be­ 
ing striking. 
All of these "suspect” mount­ 
ains lie in the Cascade Range 
and 
bear 
watching, said a 
spokesman for the Geological 
Survey. A network similar to 
Hawaii’s volcano watch has been 
proposed so that any conditions 
foreboding imminent eruption 
could be noted. 
As of now, Mt. Lassen merely 
continues its placid pastime of 
entertaining visitors and pro­ 
viding beautiful scenery.

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Air Collision Danger Probed 


Air traffic salety, much In the news of late, was startingly 


dramatized last •week by the collision of a light plane and an air- 
liner over Wisconsin. The drama was intensified by what hap- 
pened after the collision: 
the airliner, with the private plane 


jammed into its forward compartment between the starboard 
engine and the flight deck, flew 20 miles to a sale landing at Mil- 
waukee. 


Three persons, all aboard the smaller plane, died in that acci- 


dent. Only luck or a quirk of fate averted death for the 11 passen- 
gers and crew on the airliner. And suppose it had been one of the 
giants, loaded to its capacity; had such a plane been downed by 
the impact, a tragedy of awesome magnitude might have resulted. 


It Is this danger which must bring out cold sweat on the brows 


of those who are responsible for controlling air traffic in the vi- 
cinity of such congested airports as those at San Francisco, 
New York, Chicago and other large cities. At a congressional 
hearing the other day a representative of the air traffic controll- 
ers testified that there are an average of five near-misses daily 
at Washington's National Airport, and that the situation is similar 
at other major airports. 


Congress has authorized adding about 2,400 air traffic control- 


lers. The Federal Aviation Administration is conferring with the 
industry to find solutions for the emergency. These are admitted- 
ly stopgap measures. 
To handle rising air traffic safely, we 


need not only more control experts and facilities but also more 
runways and more airports. Unless we undertake a comprehen- 
sive, multi-faceted program to deal with both immediate and 
long-range problems, the danger seems sare to reach an intol- 
erable level. 


New Anti-Rat Weapon 


Genetic manipulation offers more and morepromiseasa means 


of controlling pests without use of deadly chemicals. Such 
manipulation has been used with great success in curbing infest, 
ation by insects, notably the screw worm that once caused heavy 
cattle losses. The latest word is that similar techniques may be 
a weapon against rats. 


This prospect is the result of research at the University of 


Oklahoma Medical Center, where Dr. A. J. Stanley has found 
that a dominant gene for sterility is associated with a certain fur 
color in rats. The hope is that sterile rats can be bred in the 
laboratory and released. Since female rats also can carry the 
sterility gene, this might substantially reduce rat populations 
after a time. 


If this method becomes feasible, it would be used in conjunction 


with poison and traps. The possibility of adding such a weapon 
to the war on rats is good news. Especially for countries such 
as India, where rats reduce human food supplies to the point of 
causing thousands of deaths annually.

HOOPLA 


MIAMI — It's been a great 


week in Miami. The political 
atmosphere has been hot, the 
ocean cool, the bands exciting, 
the hotel lobbies jam-packed, 
the scramble for tickets frus- 
trating. 


When it's all over, however, 
the cold inescapable fact is that 
you, the taxpayer, will have to 
pay for it all. You'll ha^e to 
pay for the orange-colored ele- 
phant dressed in a mini skirt, 
the sky-writers that zoom over 
the ocean front, the red-white- 
and-blue decorations and all 
the other visible hoopla. In addi- 
tion you'll have to pay for the 
invisible hoopla — the organi- 
zers sent by the candidates 
to each state, the baby-sitters 
that watch each delegation, the 
travel back and forth, and many 
more state and congressional 
campaigns and finally the cost of 
the big showdown in Novem- 
ber. 
This may be a very killjoy look 
at politics. Certainly it's some- 
thing the public doesn't know. 
But the fact is that the public 
will be paying for these cam- 
paign costs through continuing 
high taxes and continuing tax 
loopholes for the oil companies, 
the real estate lobbies and prob- 
ably high-priced drugs. For tax 
loopholes for some mean higher 
taxes for you. 
Here is how it has worked in 
the past; 


KENNEDY'S PLEDGE 
In 1960 John F.Kennedy, cam- 


paigning for President, had giv- 
en a pledge that he would cur- 
tail the 27-1/2 cent oil deple- 
tion allowance which permits 
oil companies to pay between 4 
and 9 per cent taxes, whereas 
other corporations pay 52 per 
cent. 
After making this pledge, how- 
ever, and as he got deeper into 
the presidential campaign, Ken- 
nedy was appalled at the mount- 
ing costs of being elected Pres- 
ident. Though a wealthy man, 
he faced campaign debts running 
into the millions. 


In the end, a sizable part of 


that campaign debt was paid off 
by oil men at a huge $1,000 a 
plate dinner organized by the 
Murchisons of Texas. 


After that, President Kennedy 


pretty much ignored his pledge 
to close the loophole in oil 
taxes. He submitted a proposal 
which was so ambiguous that 
Congress ignored it. 
Another illustration was what 
happened when Eisenhower ran 
for President. One of his big- 
gest backers was Sid Richard- 
son, the big Texas oil man, a 
Democrat. At first Richardson 
tried to persuade Ike to run as 
a Democrat. When that failed, 
Sid was quite willing to back a 
Republican; for oil is thicker 
than politics. 


He and other oil men put up all 


the pre-convention expenses for 
Eisenhower at the Commodore 
Hotel in New York, later a siz- 
able part of the election cam- 
paign expenses. 


The investment paid off. After 


Ike was elected, he signed the 
tidelands oil bill which Presi- 
dent Truman had vetoed, ap- 
pointed a panel, largely domin- 
ated by oil men, to make a study 
of oil import quotas, and at first 
gave his blessing to a natural 
gas bill, taking the regulation 
of gas prices away from the 
Federal Power Commission, 
until the lobbyists spoiled it by 
contributing $5,000 to an Eisen- 
hower dinner and try ing to bribe 
Sen. Case of South Dakota. 


Seldom have the oil lobbies had 
their way so blatantly as in the 
Eisenhower 
Administration. 


And whether Ike realized it or 
not, the oil companies figured 
that their advance investment 
in paying Republican campaign 
debts was well worth while. 


DRUG MANUFACTURERS 
This is almost certain to hap- 


pen after the Republican conven- 
tion today, and after the Demo- 
cratic convention in Chicago. 
The system is completely bi- 
partisan. And it isn't always the 
oil boys who pay and profit. 
There are others. 


At Miami the big drug manu- 
facturers seem to be among 
the generous backers; also 
there's an interesting question 
regarding the long row of mil- 
lionaires' yachts where various 
state chairmen and key dele- 
gates are being entertained. 
How much will the yacht own- 
ers discreetly influence future 
legislation? Some are enter- 
taining just for the kick of en- 
tertaining bigwigs. Some are 
entertaining for influence. 


But regarding drugs, there 
are no question marks. With 
the government 
paying 
for 


hundreds of millions of dollars 
worth of drugs under the Medi - 
care program, the National As- 
sociation 
of Pharmaceutical 


Manufacturers has become one

of the most powerful lobbies in 
politics. 
The chief issue is: the price 


of medicine. The drug lobby 
wants medicine purchased not 
by its generic names, which 
are dirt cheap, but by the high- 
ly 
advertised 
trademarked 


names which you see on tele- 
vision and which are consider- 
ably more expensive. The drugs 
are just the same. Only the 
name is different. 
This has been one of the big 
debates in Congress and the 
chief champion of thedruglobby 
is Sen. Roman Hruska, R-Neb. 
Significantly Hruska has been 
appointed on Richard Nixon's 
select nine-man board of con- 
gressional advisers. 
Eugene Beasley, head of the 
Eli Lilly Drug Company, is al- 
so on Nixon's economic com- 
mittee, while two executives of 
Warner - Lambert, 
William 


Lasdon and Elmer Bobst, are 
very close to Nixon and put up 
$8,000 between them to finance 
two of Nixon's 
committees, 


"Congress 66" and the "Com- 
mittee of the Loyal Opposi- 
tion." 


But whether it's drugs or oil 
or real estate, big labor or big 
farmers, the tab for the Ameri- 
can political convention must 
be paid by someone. Also the 
ever-escalating cost of elec- 
tions must be paid. We cannot 
become either a nation of mil- 
lionaire candidates for public 
office or of poor-mouth candi- 
dates 
who put themselves in 


hock to big business or big la- 
bor for the future. 
The Corrupt Practices Act, 
supposed to regulate the ex- 
penses of political campaigns, 
is the most tattered law on the 
statute books. 
It needs drastic revision. This 
column will report further on 
this vital question.

THOSE NOT INVITED 


MIAMI BEACH - The wise- 
acres now say that, if nomin- 
ated by the Republicans, Rich- 
ard Nixon will assume a mid- 
dle-of-the-road 
posture in- 


stead of seeking to win a ma- 
jority in November by stealing 
votes from former Gov. George 
Wallace. The majority of old- 
fashioned politicians are still 
urging this decision; and Nixon 
is a pretty old-fashioned poli- 
tician himself. 


Yet, in order to judge the real 


mood of the country, one must 
look beyond the confines of the 
Republican National Conven- 
tion, to the standing among the 
voters of the rather conspicu- 
ously uninvited guests. If you 
begin with Wallace, you can 
easily see why some of the 
harder- nosed 
Nixon people 


have been tempted by a bolder, 
far more right-wing electoral 
strategy. 


The fact is that too many peo- 


ple have been bemused by the 
more glamorous opinion tests, 
between Nixon and/or Gov. Nel- 
son Rockefeller against Vice 
President 
Hubert 
Humphrey 


and/or Sen. Eugene McCarthy. 
Yet the obviously correct way 
to gauge the national mood is 
quite different, unhappily. 


The glamorous tests appear 


to indicate that the American 
center 
is still predominant. 


Rockefeller, nearer to the cen- 
ter than Nixon, regularly does 
better than the former Vice 
President. When it is Nixon 
versus Humphrey, the latter, 
again nearer to the center, 
looks like a very good bet. But 
this 
superficial 
appearance 


leaves out two key facts. 


The first is quite simple. The 


35% plus of the voters who auto- 
matically choose Nixon are the 
basic, old-line Republicans who 
would go for Nixon if he had 
Fidel Castro on the ticket with 
him. The second is also simple. 
The people who choose Wal- 
lace would all be Nixon sup- 
porters, if the Alabama racist 
could just be induced to go home 
and shut up. 


If you look at what would hap- 


pen if Wallace, by some mir- 
acle, were persuaded to go home 
and shut up, you find that, as of 
now, Nixon would have a com- 
manding majority in a race a- 
gainst Humphrey. And you fur- 
ther find that if Nixon could only 
steal 60% of Wallace's current 
support, he would still be in the 


lead, albeit by a much narrow- 
er margin, In the country as a 
whole and even in the states a- 
above the Mason-Dixon line. 
As of now, in short, adding 


Nixon's 
old-line Republican 


support to Wallace's racist and 
white supremacist support, you 
find that the country's mood is 
further to the right than it has 
been in a good many decades. 
This is the real meaning of the 
sudden stir of conservative re- 
sistance to Nixon balancing the 
ticket with a running mate from 
the opposite wing of the Re- 
publican Party. 
Whatever that stir may lead to, 
one thing is already clear. If 
Nixon is the final Republican 
choice, the campaign he will 
wage will be directly keyed to 
this national mood. 


That leads, in turn, to the oth- 
er uninvited and conspicuously 
absent guest here in Miami 
Beach. Vice President Humph- 
rey is the virtually certain 
Democratic nominee. He will 
inherit the leadership of a dis- 
contented, divided and depress- 
ed party. 
Even without reaching for the 


Wallace voters, Nixon is also 
the unique Republican, except 
maybe Gov. Ronald Reagan, who 
can be counted on to unite and 
to revivify the Democrats. If 
the Republicans should make a 
public nonsense of the wise- 
acres by nominating Rockefel- 
ler, the salvation of the Dem- 
ocrats would then be unimagin- 
able. Their divisions, their dis- 
piritedness, 
their backbiting 


would all be stimulated in- 
stead of cured. 
As of now, to be sure, the 
conventional wisdom is that 
even Nixon cannot work a rapid 
cure of the Democrats' inter- 
nal ills. But anyone who looks a 
few weeks ahead can see that the 
conventional wisdom Is pretty 
certain to be proved wrong by 
the middle of September or the 
beginning of October. Given the 
patterns 
of national feeling, 


Nixon can hardly refrain from 
doing and saying just those 
things that will bring the Demo- 
crats together again. 


Yet the question then will be 


whether a united Democratic 
Party, with a decent, moderate, 
obviously good man at the head 
of the ticket, can compete suc- 
cessfully in the disturbingly 
right-wing climate that now ex- 
ists. No one can be sure until 
November.

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Air Collision Danger Probed 
Air traffic safety, much in the news of late, was startingly 
dram atized last week by the collision of a light plane and an air - 
liner over W isconsin. 
The dram a was Intensified by what hap­ 
pened after the collision: 
the airlin er, with the private plane 
jammed into its forw ard com partm ent between the starboard 
engine and the flighi deck, flew 20 m iles to a safe landing at Mil­ 
waukee. 


Three persons, all aboard the sm aller plane, died in that acci­ 
dent. Only luck o r a quirk of fate averted death for the 11 passen­ 
g ers and crew on the airlin e r. And suppose it had been one of the 
giants, loaded to its capacity: 
had such a plane been downed by 
the im pact, a tragedy of awesome magnitude might have resulted. 


It is this danger which m ust bring out cold sweat on the brows 
of those who are responsible for controlling air traffic in the v i­ 
cinity of such congested airports as those at San Francisco, 
New York, Chicago and other large cities. 
At a congressional 
hearing the other day a representative of the air traffic controll­ 
e rs testified that there are an average of five near-m isses dally 
at Washington’s National A irport, and that the situation is sim ilar 
at other m ajor airp o rts. 


C ongress has authorized adding about 2,400 air traffic control­ 
le rs . The F ederal Aviation A dm inistration Is conferring with the 
Industry to find solutions for the em ergency. These are adm itted­ 
ly stopgap m easures. 
To handle rising air traffic safely, we 
need not only more control experts and facilities but also more 
runways and more airports. Unless we undertake a com prehen­ 
sive, m ulti-faceted program to deal with both immediate and 
long-range problem s, the danger seem s sure to reach an intol­ 
erable level. 


New Anti-Rat Weapon 
Genetic manipulation offers m ore and m o rep ro m iseasa means 
of controlling pests without use of deadly chem icals. 
Such 
manipulation has been used with great success in curbing infest­ 
ation by insects, notably the screw worm that once caused heavy 
cattle losses. The latest word is that sim ilar techniques may be 
a weapon against rats. 


This prospect is the result of research at the University of 
Oklahoma Medical Center, where D r. A. J . Stanley has found 
that a dominant gene for sterility is associated with a certain fur 
color in rats. 
The hope is that sterile rats can be bred in the 
laboratory and released. 
Since fem ale rats also can carry the 
sterility gene, this might substantially reduce ra t populations 
after a tim e. 


If this method becomes feasible, it would be used in conjunction 
with poison and trap s. 
The possibility of adding such a weapon 
to the w ar on rats is good news. Especially for countries such 
as India, where rats reduce human food sif>plies to the point of 
causing thousands of deaths annually.

STUCK 
WITH

HOOPLA 
MIAMI — It’s been a great 
week 
in M iami. The political 
atm osphere has been hot, the 
ocean co d , the bands exciting, 
the hotel lobbies jam -packed, 
the scram ble for tickets fru s­ 
trating. 
When it’s all over, however, 
the c d d inescapable fact is that 
you, the taxpayer, will have to 
pay for It all. You’ll have to 
pay for the orange-colored ele­ 
phant dressed In a mini skirt, 
the sky-w riters that zoom over 
the ocean front, the red-w hite- 
and-blue decorations and all 
the other visible hoopla. In addi­ 
tion you'll have to pay for the 
invisible hoopla — the organi­ 
z e rs sent by the candidates 
to each state, the baby-sitters 
that watch each delegation, the 
trav el back and forth, and many 
m ore state and congressional 
cam paigns and finally the cost of 
the big showdown in Novem­ 
b er. 
T his may be a very killjoy lode 
at politics. Certainly it s som e­ 
thing the public doesn’t know. 
But the fact is that the public 
w ill be paying for these cam ­ 
paign costs through continuing 
high taxes and continuing tax 
loopholes for the oil com panies, 
the real estate lobbies and prob­ 
ably high-priced drugs. F o r tax 
loopholes for some mean higher 
taxes for you. 
H ere is how it has worked in 
the past; 


KENNEDY’S PLEDGE 
In 1960 John F.Kennedy, cam ­ 
paigning for P resident, had giv­ 
en a pledge that he would c u r­ 
tail the 27-1/2 cent oil deple­ 
tion allowance which perm its 
oil com panies to pay between 4 
and 9 per cent taxes, w hereas 
other corporations pay 52 per 
cent. 
A fter making this pledge, how­ 
ever, and as he got deeper into 
the presidential campaign, Ken­ 
nedy was appalled at the mount­ 
ing costs of being elected P re s ­ 
ident. Though a wealthy man, 
he faced campaign debts running 
into the m illions. 
In the end, a sizable part of 
that campaign debt was paid off 
by oil men at a huge $1,000 a 
plate dinner organized by the 
M urchisons of Texas. 
A fter that, President Kennedy 
pretty much ignored his pledge 
to close the loophole in oil 
taxes. He subm itted a proposal 
which was so ambiguous that 
C ongress ignored it. 
Another illustration was what 
happened when Eisenhower ran 
for President. One of his big­ 
gest backers was Sid R ichard­ 
son, the big Texas oil man, a 
D em ocrat. At first Richardson 
trie d to persuade Ike to run as 
a Dem ocrat. When that failed, 
Sid was quite willing to back a 
Republican; for oil is thicker 
than politics. 
He and other oil men put up all 
the pre-convention expenses for 
Eisenhower at the Commodore 
Hotel in New York, later a s iz ­ 
able part of the election cam ­ 
paign expenses. 
The investment paid off. After 
Ike was elected, he signed the 
tidelands oil bill which P re s i­ 
dent Truman had vetoed, ap­ 
pointed a panel, largely dom in­ 
ated by oil men, to make a study 
of oil import quotas, and at first 
gave his blessing to a natural 
gas bill, taking the regulation 
of gas prices away from the 
F ederal 
Power Com m ission, 
until the lobbyists spoiled it by 
contributing $5,000 toan E isen­ 
hower dinner and trying to bribe 
Sen. Case of South Dakota. 
Seldom have the oil lobbies had 
their way so blatantly as in the 
Eisenhower 
A dm inistration. 
And whether Ike realized it or 
not, the oil com panies figured 
that their advance investm ent 
in paying Republican campaign 
debts was well worth while. 


DRUG MANUFACTURERS 
This is alm ost certain to hap­ 
pen after the Republican conven­ 
tion today, and after the Demo­ 
cratic convention in Chicago. 
The system is com pletely b i­ 
partisan. And it isn ’t always the 
oil boys who pay and profit. 
T here are others. 


At Miami the big drug manu­ 
facturers seem to be among 
the 
generous 
backers; 
also 
th e re’s an interesting question 
regarding the long row of m il­ 
lio n aires’ yachts where various 
state chairm en and key dele­ 
gates are being entertained. 
How much will the yacht own­ 
e rs discreetly influence future 
legislation? Some are en te r­ 
taining just for the kick of en­ 
tertaining bigwigs. Some are 
entertaining for influence. 
But regarding drugs, there 
are no question m arks. With 
the government 
paying 
for 
hundreds of m illions of dollars 
worth of drugs under the Medi - 
care program , the National A s­ 
sociation 
of 
Pharm aceutical 
M anufacturers has become one 


of the most powerful lobbies in 
politics. 
The chief issue is.- the price 
of medicine. The drug lobby 
wants medicine purchased not 
by its generic nam es, which 
are dirt cheap, but by the high­ 
ly 
advertised 
tradem arked 
nam es which you see on te le ­ 
vision and which a re consider­ 
ably more expensive. The drugs 
a re just the sam e. Only the 
name is different. 
This has been one of the big 
debates in C ongress and the 
chief champion of the drug lobby 
is Sen. Roman H ruska, R-Neb. 
Significantly Hruska has been 
appointed on Richard Nixon’s 
select nine-m an board of con­ 
gressional ad v isers. 
Eugene Beasley, head of the 
Eli Lilly Drug Company, is a l­ 
so on Nixon’s economic com ­ 
m ittee, while two executives of 
W arner - L am bert, 
W illiam 
Lasdon and E lm er Bobst, are 
very close to Nixon and put up 
$8,000 between them to finance 
two of Nixon’s 
com m ittees, 
“ Congress 66’’ and the “ Com­ 
m ittee of the Loyal O pposi­ 
tion.” 
But whether it’s drugs or oil 
or real estate, big labor or big 
farm ers, the tab for the A m eri­ 
can political convention must 
be paid by som eone. Also the 
ever-escalating cost of elec­ 
tions must be paid. We cannot 
become either a nation of m il­ 
lionaire candidates for public 
office or of poor-m outh candi­ 
dates 
who put them selves in 
hock to big business or big la ­ 
bor for the future. 
The Corrupt P ractices Act, 
supposed to regulate the ex­ 
penses of political campaigns, 
is the most tattered law on the 
statute books. 
It needs drastic revision. This 
column will report further on 
this vital question.

THOSE NOT INVITED 
MIAMI BEACH - The w ise­ 
ac re s now say that, if nom in­ 
ated by the Republicans, Rich­ 
ard Nixon will assume a m id­ 
dle-of-the-road 
p osture in­ 
stead of seeking to win a m a­ 
jority in November by stealing 
votes from former G o v , George 
W allace. The majority of old- 
fashioned politicians are still 
urging this decision; and Nixon 
is a pretty old-fashioned poli­ 
tician himself. 
Yet, in order to Judge the real 
mood of the country, one must 
look beyond the confines of the 
Republican National Conven­ 
tion, to the standing among the 
voters of the rather conspicu­ 
ously uninvited guests. If you 
begin with Wallace, you can 
easily see why some of the 
h a rd e r- nosed 
Nixon people 
have been tempted by a bolder, 
far more right-wing electoral 
strategy. 
The fact is that too many peo­ 
ple have been bemused by the 
m ore glamorous opinion te sts, 
between Nixon and/or Gov. N el­ 
son Rockefeller against Vice 
President 
Hubert 
Humphrey 
and/or Sen. Eugene M cCarthy. 
Yet the obviously correct way 
to gauge the national mood is 
quite different, unhappily. 
The glamorous tests appear 
to indicate that the Am erican 
center 
is 
still predom inant. 
Rockefeller, nearer to the cen­ 
te r than Nixon, regularly does 
better than the form er Vice 
President. When it is Nixon 
versus Humphrey, the latter, 
again nearer to the center, 
looks like a very good bet. But 
th is 
superficial 
appearance 
leaves out two key facts. 
The first is quite sim ple. The 
35% plus of the voters who auto­ 
m atically choose Nixon are the 
basic, old-line Republicans who 
would go for Nixon if he had 
Fidel Castro on the ticket with 
him . The second is also sim ple. 
The people who choose Wra l­ 
lace would all be Nixon sup­ 
p o rters, if the Alabama racist 
could just be induced to go home 
and shut up. 
If you look at what would hap­ 
pen if Wallace, by som e m i r ­ 
acle, were persuaded to go home 
and shut up, you find that, as of 
now, Nixon would have a com ­ 
manding majority in a race a- 
gainst Humphrey. And you fu r­ 
th er find that if Nixon could only 
steal 60% of W allace’s current 
support, he would still be in the 


lead, albeit by a much narrow ­ 
e r m argin, in the country as a 
whole and even in the states a - 
above the M ason-Dixon line. 
As of now, in short, adding 
Nixon’s 
old-line 
Republican 
support to W allace’s rac ist and 
white suprem acist support, you 
find that the country’s mood is 
further to the right than it has 
been in a good many decades. 
This is the real meaning of the 
sudden stir of conservative re ­ 
sistance to Nixon balancing the 
ticket with a running m ate from 
the opposite wing of the R e­ 
publican P arty. 
W hatever that s tir may lead to, 
one thing is already clear. If 
Nixon is the final Republican 
choice, the 
cam paign he will 
wage will be directly keyed to 
this national mood. 
That leads, in turn, to the oth­ 
e r uninvited and conspicuously 
absent guest here in Miami 
Beach. Vice P resident Humph­ 
rey is the virtually certain 
D em ocratic nominee. He will 
inherit the leadership of a d is­ 
contented, divided and d ep re ss­ 
ed party. 
Even without reaching for the 
W allace voters, Nixon is also 
the unique Republican, except 
maybe Gov. Ronald Reagan, who 
can be counted on to unite and 
to revivify the D em ocrats. If 
the Republicans should make a 
public nonsense of the w ise­ 
ac re s by nominating R ockefel­ 
le r, the salvation of the Dem­ 
ocrats would then be unimagin­ 
able. Their divisions, their d is­ 
piritedness, 
their 
backbiting 
would all be stim ulated in­ 
stead of cured. 
As of now, to be sure, the 
conventional wisdom 
is 
that 
even Nixon cannot work a rapid 
cure of the D em ocrats’ inter­ 
nal ills. But anyone who looks a 
few weeks ahead can see that the 
conventional wisdom is pretty 
certain to be proved wrong by 
the middle of Septem ber or the 
beginning of O ctober. Given the 
patterns 
of 
national feeling, 
Nixon can hardly refrain from 
doing and saying just those 
things that will bring the Demo­ 
crats together again. 
Yet the question then will be 
whether a united Democratic 
P arty, with a decent, moderate, 
obviously good man at the head 
of the ticket, can compete suc­ 
cessfully in the disturbingly 
right-w ing clim ate that now ex­ 
ists. No one can be sure until 
November.

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Air Collision Danger Probed 
Air traffic safety, much in the news of late, was startingly 
dramatized last week by the collision of a light plane and an a ir­ 
liner over Wisconsin. 
The drama was intensified by what hap­ 
pened after the collision: 
the airliner, with the private plane 
jammed into its forward compartment between the starboard 
engine and the flight deck, fiew 20 m iles to a safe landing at Mil­ 
waukee. 


Three persons, all aboard the sm aller plane, died in that a cci­ 
dent. Only luck or a quirk of fate averted death for the 11 passen­ 
gers and crew on the airliner. And suppose it had been one of the 
giants, loaded to its capacity: 
had such a plane been downed by 
the impact, a tragedy of awesome magnitude might have resulted. 


It is this danger which must bring out cold sweat on the brows 
of those who are responsible for controlling air traffic in the v i­ 
cinity of such congested airports as those at San Francisco, 
New York, Chicago and other large cities. 
At a congressional 
hearing the other day a representative of the air traffic controll­ 
ers testified that there are an average of five near-m isses daily 
at Washington's National Airport, and that the situation is similar 
at other major airports. 


Congress has authorized adding about 2,400 air traffic control­ 
le r s. The Federal Aviation Administration is conferring with the 
industry to find solutions for the em ergency. These are admitted­ 
ly stopgap m easures. 
To handle rising air traffic safely, we 
need not only more control experts and facilities but also more 
runways and more airports. Unless we undertake a comprehen­ 
sive, multi-faceted program to deal with both immediate and 
long-range problems, the danger seem s sure to reach an intol­ 
erable level. 


New Anti-Rat Weapon 
Genetic manipulation offers more and more prom ise as a means 
of controlling pests without use of deadly chemicals. 
Such 
manipulation has been used with great success in curbing infest­ 
ation by insects, notably the screw worm that once caused heavy 
cattle lo sses. The latest word is that sim ilar techniques may be 
a weapon against rats. 


This prospect is the result of research at the University erf 
Oklahoma Medical Center, where Dr. A. J. Stanley has found 
that a dominant gene for sterility is associated with a certain fur 
color in rats. 
The hope is that sterile rats can be bred in the 
laboratory and released. 
Since female rats also can carry the 
sterility gene, this might substantially reduce rat populations 
after a time. 


If this method becomes feasible, it would be used in conjunction 
with poison and traps. 
The possibility of adding such a weapon 
to the war on rats is good news. Especially for countries such 
as India, where rats reduce human food supplies to the point of 
causing thousands of deaths annually.

own cooling system to work, 
even in these harsh climates. 
It is said that the cleaner 
the skin is, the easier it is for 
the body to maintain a fairly 
even temperature by getting 
rid of the excess heat through 
the skin. 
The body has a remarkable 
servo-mechanism which is al­ 
m ost like the thermostat in a 
heating or cooling system in 
the home. The regulator is

MIAMI — It’s been a great 
week 
in Miami. The political 
atmosphere has been hot, the 
ocean cool, the bands exciting, 
the hotel lobbies jam-packed, 
the scram ble for tickets frus­ 
trating. 
When it’s all over, however, 
the cold inescapable fact is that 
you, the taxpayer, will have to 
pay for it all. You’ll have to 
pay for the orange-colored e le ­ 
phant dressed in a mini skirt, 
the sky-w riters that zoom over 
the ocean front, the red-white- 
and-blue decorations and all 
the other visible hoopla. In addi­ 
tion you’ll have to pay for the

Dear Mr. H .: Few state­ 
ments induce more fear in peo­ 
ple 
than 
prophecies 
about 
their health. If you are not 
now in trouble and have had 
no 
previous 
difficulty 
with 
your impacted teeth, I agree 
completely that no one can 
foretell if ever they will both­ 
er you. 
If impacted 
teeth 
are 
a 
source of infection, or if they 
impinge on nerves and cause 
distress, or if they affect good 
dentition, the general feeling 
is that past the age of forty, 
impacted teeth are best left 
alone. This generalization of 
course dees not have validity 
in specific cases. The dental 
surgeon, today, carefully eval­ 
uates each case and comes to 
a mature medical decision be­ 
fore suggesting surgery. His 
judgment and his knowledge 
about your dental condition 
places him in the best position 
to make a discriminating de­ 
cision about the removal of 
impacted teeth.

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KENNEDY’S PLEDGE 
In 1960 John F. Kennedy, cam ­ 
paigning for President, had giv­ 
en a pledge that he would cur­ 
tail the 27-1/2 cent oil deple­ 
tion allowance which permits 
oil companies to pay between 4 
and 9 per cent taxes, whereas 
other corporations pay 52 per 
cent. 
After making this pledge, how­ 
ever, and as he got deeper into 
the presidential campaign, Ken­ 
nedy was appalled at the mount­ 
ing costs of being elected P res­ 
ident. Though a wealthy man, 
he faced campaign debts running 
into the millions. 
In the end, a sizable part of 
that campaign debt was paid off 
by oil men at a huge $1,000 a 
plate dinner organized by the 
Murchisons of Texas. 
After that, President Kennedy 
pretty much ignored his pledge 
to close the loophole in oil 
taxes. He submitted a proposal 
which was so ambiguous that 
Congress ignored it. 
Another illustration was what 
happened when Eisenhower ran 
for President. One of his big­ 
gest backers was Sid Richard­ 
son, the big Texas oil man, a 
Democrat. At first Richardson 
tried to persuade Ike to run as 
a Democrat. When that failed, 
Sid was quite willing to back a 
Republican; for oil is thicker 
than politics. 
He and other oil men put up all 
the pre -convention expenses for 
Eisenhower at the Commodore 
Hotel in New York, later a s iz ­ 
able part of the election cam­ 
paign expenses. 
The investment paid off. After 
Ike was elected, he signed the 
tidelands oil bill which P resi­ 
dent Truman had vetoed, ap­ 
pointed a panel, largely domin­ 
ated by oil men, to make a study 
of oil import quotas, and at first 
gave his blessing to a natural 
gas bill, taking the regulation 
of gas prices away from the 
Federal 
Power Commission, 
until the lobbyists spoiled it by 
contributing $5,000 to an Eisen­ 
hower dinner and try ing to bribe 
Sen. Case of South Dakota. 
Seldom have the oil lobbies had 
their way so blatantly as in the 
Eisenhower 
Administration. 
And whether Ike realized it or 
not, the oil companies figured 
that their advance investment 
in paying Republican campaign 
debts was well worth while.

The chief issue is: the price 
of medicine. The drug lobby 
wants medicine purchased not 
by its generic names, which 
are dirt cheap, but by the high­

The drugs 
are just the sam e. Only the 
name is different. 
This has been one of the big 
debates in Congress and the 
chief champion of the drug lobby 
is Sen. Roman Hruska, R-Neb. 
Significantly Hruska has been 
appointed on Richard Nixon’s 
select nine-man board of con­ 
gressional advisers. 
Eugene Beasley, head of the 
Eli Lilly Drug Company, is al­ 
so on Nixon’s economic com­ 
mittee, while two executives of 
Warner - Lambert, 
William 
Lasdon and Elmer Bobst, are 
very close to Nixon and put up 
$8,000 between them to finance 
two of Nixon’s 
committees, 
“ Congress 66” and the “ Com­ 
mittee of the Loyal Opposi­ 
tion.” 
But whether it’s drugs or oil 
or real estate, big labor or big 
farm ers, the tab for the Ameri­ 
can political convention must 
be paid by someone. Also the 
ever-escalating cost of elec­ 
tions must be paid. We cannot 
become either a nation of m il­ 
lionaire candidates for public 
office or of poor-mouth candi­ 
dates 
who put them selves in 
hock to big business or big la­ 
bor for the future. 
The Corrupt Practices Act, 
supposed to regulate the ex­ 
penses of political campaigns, 
is the most tattered law on the 
statute books. 
It needs drastic revision. This 
column will report further on 
this vital question.

THOSE NOT INVITED 
MIAMI BEACH - The w ise­ 
acres now say that, if nomin­ 
ated by the Republicans, Rich­ 
ard Nixon will assume a mid­ 
dle-of-the-road 
posture in­ 
stead of seeking to win a ma­ 
jority in November by stealing 
votes from former Gov. George 
W allace. The majority of old- 
fashioned politicians are still 
urging this decision; and Nixon 
is a pretty old-fashioned poli­ 
tician himself. 
Yet, in order to judge the real 
mood of the country, one must 
look beyond the confines of the 
Republican National Conven­ 
tion, to the standing among the 
voters of the rather conspicu­ 
ously uninvited guests. If you 
begin with Wallace, you can 
easily see why some of the 
harder- nosed 
Nixon people 
have been tempted by a bolder, 
far more right-wing electoral 
strategy. 
The fact is that too many peo­ 
ple have been bemused by the 
more glamorous opinion tests, 
between Nixon and/or Gov. N el­ 
son Rockefeller against Vice 
President 
Hubert 
Humphrey 
and/or Sen. Eugene McCarthy. 
Yet the obviously correct way 
to gauge the national mood is 
quite different, unhappily. 
The glamorous tests appear 
to indicate that the American 
center 
is still predominant. 
Rockefeller, nearer to the cen­ 
ter than Nixon, regularly does 
better than the former Vice 
President. When it is Nixon 
versus Humphrey, the latter, 
again nearer to the center, 
looks like a very good bet. But 
this 
superficial 
appearance 
leaves out two key facts. 
The first is quite sim ple. The 
35% plus of the voters who auto­ 
matically choose Nixon are the 
basic, old-line Republicans who 
would go for Nixon if he had 
F idel Castro on the ticket with 
him. The second is also sim ple. 
The people who choose Wal­ 
lace would all be Nixon sup­ 
porters, if the Alabama racist 
could just be induced to go home 
and shut up. 
If you look at what would hap­ 
pen if Wallace, by some m ir­ 
acle, were persuaded to go home 
and shut up, you find that, as of 
now, Nixon would have a com ­ 
manding majority in a race a- 
gainst Humphrey. And you fur­ 
ther find that if Nixon could only 
steal 60% of Wallace’s current 
support, he would still be in the 


lead, albeit by a much narrow­ 
er margin, in the country as a 
whole and even in the states a - 
above the Mason -Dixon line. 
As of now, in short, adding 
Nixon’s 
old-line 
Republican 
support to W allace’s racist and 
white supremacist support, you 
find that the country’s mood is 
further to the right than it has 
been in a good many decades. 
This is the real meaning of the 
sudden stir of conservative re­ 
sistance to Nixon balancing the 
ticket with a running mate from 
the opposite wing of the R e­ 
publican Party. 
Whatever that stir may lead to, 
one thing is already clear. If 
Nixon is the final Republican 
choice, the 
campaign he will 
wage will be directly keyed to 
this national mood. 
That leads, in turn, to the oth­ 
er uninvited and conspicuously 
absent guest here in Miami 
Beach. Vice President Humph­ 
rey is the virtually certain 
Democratic nominee. He will 
inherit the leadership of a d is­ 
contented, divided and depress­ 
ed party. 
Even without reaching for the 
W allace voters, Nixon is also 
the unique Republican, except 
maybe Gov. Ronald Reagan, who 
can be counted on to unite and 
to revivify the Democrats. If 
the Republicans should make a 
public nonsense of the w ise­ 
acres by nominating Rockefel­ 
ler, the salvation of the Dem­ 
ocrats would then be unimagin­ 
able. Their divisions, their d is­ 
piritedness, 
their 
backbiting 
would all be stimulated in­ 
stead of cured. 
As of now, to be sure, the 
conventional wisdom 
is 
that 
even Nixon cannot work a rapid 
cure of the Democrats’ inter­ 
nal ills. But anyone who looks a 
few weeks ahead can see that the 
conventional wisdom Is pretty 
certain to be proved wrong by 
the middle of September or the 
beginning of October. Given the 
patterns 
of 
national feeling, 
Nixon can hardly refrain from 
doing and saying just those 
things that will bring the Demo­ 
crats together again. 
Yet the question then will be 
whether a united Democratic 
Party, with a decent, moderate, 
obviously good man at the head 
of the ticket, can compete suc­ 
cessfully in the disturbingly 
right-wing climate that now ex­ 
ists. No one can be sure until 
November.

Veterans Benefit 
By Having Checks

Many veterans are finding it 


to their advantage to have dis- 
ability compensation or pen- 
sion checks from the Veterans 
Administration sent directly to 
their banks for deposit to their 
accounts, Gordon R. Elliott, 
Manager of the Northern Cali- 
fornia Regional Office, has re- 
ported. 


They have learned that checks 
sent directly to their banks are 
usually on deposit by the first of 
each month, or the same time 
they would be delivered to their 
homes, Elliott said. However, 
if veterans are hospitalized, on 
a trip, or have moved, there is 
no delay in obtaining the pro- 
ceeds of a VA check that has 
been sent directly to their bank, 
since they can write a check on 
their account at the bank. 


Elliott pointed out that all a 
veteran or a beneficiary need 
do to have a VA check sent to 
his bank each month is to ad- 
vise the bank of his intention 
and fill out a standard form 
giving the bank power of attor- 
ney to receive his checks.

A HISTORY of 
DRUG ABUSE 


Unfortunately, newspaper publicity concerning the stim­ 
ulating actions of benzedrine led to notoriety and abuses. 
Perhaps the first such abuse w as found in 1936 at the 
University of Minnesota w here psychology students who 
had been conducting experim ents with different drugs 
tried benzedrine them selves; they found it would help 
them stay aw ake for “ cram m ing.” The drug soon ac­ 
quired a vogue for all sort of conditions. Truck drivers 
and night watchmen began using it to keep aw ake for 
work and people from all w alks of life began taking 
benzedrine as a “ pick-m e-up” or as a “ pep pill.” 


Misuse brought about legal control in the United States, 
placing benzedrine into the prescription legend classi­ 
fication. Bennie users w ere unable to get a supply of the 
original drug and so they looked to the benzedrine in­ 
haler (which was available without a prescription) as a 
possible source.
